for a site near the downtown busi- 
ness district. It is intended to 
house professional and business 
offices, including those of the 
Owner. 

The objective of the building 
program was to provide the max- 
imum possible rentable space 
consistent with economy. The 
final design was largely deter- 
mined by the following zoning re- 
strictions and site limitations: 
first, the zoning ordinance re- 
quired a fixed ratio of parking to 
rental space; second, the eleva- 
tion of the water table limited the 
depth to which an underground 
parking garage couldextend, The 
result was a garage restricted to 
threelevels. The number of park- 
ing spaces thus obtained (170) de- 
termined the size of the office 
structure, 

The roofof the garage is treat- 
ed as a plaza with the building set 
back on all sides. The structure

tories, lecture facilities and tac- 
ulty offices for the Departments 
of Biology, Chemistry and Physics. 
The first floor is devoted to two 
large lecture theaters, seating 312 
each, and smaller lecture and 
classrooms. The second and 
third floors house the various 
laboratories and the faculty of- 
fices. 

The basic module of the build- 
ing is 9'4", which is the spacing 
of counters and equipment in the 
laboratories. This module was 
found to be appropriate throughout 
the building except in the faculty 
offices. There the partitions are 
spaced so that the width of three 
offices equals four of the 9'4" 
modules, or 374", Тһе treat- 
ment of the front elevation is de- 
rived from superimposing these 
two different but related modules, 

The structure is reinforced 
concrete which, where exposed, 
will be stained to complement the 
exterior brick.

building." The fact is that if you 
assume a building life is forty 
years, there is no empirical data 
available indicating these coatings 
will endure forty years because 
the basic resins have been in com- 
mercial production for only twen- 
ty-five years, However, some of 
these resintypes, particularly the 
epoxies, have been inservice as 
floor toppings in tough corrosive 
environments in excess of ten 
years and are still serviceable; 
one may reasonably assume in a 
relatively non-corrosive, non- 
abusive environment such as a 
wall matrix, the coating life may 
well endure over forty years, Ac- 
celerated weathering tests also by 
inference put a well formulated 
epoxy coating life in excess of 
forty years. 

Probably the most economical 
building unit is the light weight 
concrete block. In order to pro- 
vide some comparative cost and 
other information the following 
chart compares light weight block 
coated with an exposed aggregate 
coating versus exposed aggregate 
pre-cast concrete;
